That labo r pro duces all wehlth, and that 
the labo rer is, therefo re, entitled to a full 
share o f the wealth he labo rs to pro duca 
That it is self-evident that, as the po wer o f 
capital co muines and increases, the po litical 
freedo m o f tha to iling masses beco mes mo re 
and mo re a delusive farce. 
That there can be no harmo ny between 
labo r and capital under the industrial sy s­ 
tem, fo r the simple reaso n that capital, in 
its mo dern character, co nsists largely o t 
rent, interest and pro fits wro ngfully ex­ 
to rted fro m the pro ducer, who po ssesses 
neither the land no r the means o f pro duc- 
tio a 
That the o rganizatio n o f trade and labo r 
unio ns is o ne o f the mo st effective means to 
check the evil o utgro wths o f the prevailing 
sy stem. 
* That while trade and labo r unio ns hith­ 
erto have struggled fo r higher wages, o r 
sho rter ho urs, they have practically pro ­ 
tected themselves as pro ducers, but no t as 
co nsumers and citizena The ruling mo ney ed 
classes have meanwhile o btained legal sanc­ 
tio n to wring fro m the wo rkers all the ben­ 
efits that strikes and resistance gained, and 
this they have do ue by high rents, co stly 
transpo rtatio n, gigantic co rners in grain 
and pro visio ns, and by mo no po lizing the 
issue o f mo ney .

He was welcomed at places 
where he was n ot received before, an d gen ­ 
erally made large sales. 
’I life; V A L U E OK GOOD CLOTHE« . 
This statemen t is followed by on e from a 
prosperous city mercbaut. 
lie writes that 
ha en tered the bouse of which be is n ow 
the man ager an d fteuior partn er as an office- 
boy. 
He at on ce resolved “to work himself 
up to tbe highest roun d,” it that could be 
accomplished by study, care, in dustry, an d 
the exercise of all the ability he possessed. 
His progress was slow at first, but ho at­ 
tributed this to tbe fact that ho was youn g. 
When he became a man I9 dressed plain ly, 
crdin arily in tweed clothes an d low hat, so 
as to save all he could of his salary.

The former are n ot ad­ 
dicted to the use of profan e or low lan ­ 
guage. 
A lady who has given much atten ­ 
tion to the matter of dress thin ks that n o 
coverin g for the head is so becomin g or 
tasty as the tall silk hat, an d she regrets 
that they are so expen sive an d so liable to 
cause headache an d baldn ess. 
This letter 
calls out commun ication s from a physician 
an d a dealer in secon d-han d good*. 
Tbe 
doctor states tbat tbe tall hat is the most 
healthful coverin g for the head, an d de­ 
clares that the men who wear them very 
rarely have the headache. 
If the hat has a 
ven tilator in the top of it the wearer is n ut 
likely to become bald. 
It causes the top of 
the head to lie surroun ded by air, which is 
tbe poorest con ductor of heat, thus keepin g 
it warm in win ter an d cool in summer. 
The dealer in secon d-han d articles of dress 
states that he pays more than twice as much 
for cast-off silk bate as be does for felt hats 
that originally sold for tbe same price, 
lie 
thinks if they were generally worn that 
dealers would pay half price for them when 
they bad seen six months’ service. 
They 
would be cleaned up and shaped so as to 
conform to the latest sty le. 
Finally , tlu 
testimony of a professor of science and navi­ 
gator is given in regard to the valuo of the 
tall hat as a life-preserver. 
He says it is 
more serviceable in case of shipwreck than 
any buoy he has ever experimented with. 
* It now seems evident that the stove-pipe 
bat is the most potent agent in every de­ 
partment of progress and reform that we 
possess. 
Wo now understand why there is 
so much wealth, refinement, culture, and iu- 
tellectual activity in Loudon and Paris. 
Tbe men who live in these cities generally 
wear stove-pipe hats. 
In view or the t* <-ti 
mony that has been given ou the subject, it 
seetnes likely that wo have not y et » m;

An Old Spanish Custom W hich Is P reva­ 
lent in M exico—W idows and Orphans. 
Every hacienda, whether rich or poor, 
has its own church of more or less magnifi­ 
cence, which, to the curiosity -hunting tour­ 
ist, is a perfect treasure-trove of charming 
ugliness. 
Each 
private sanctuary 
pos­ 
sesses its own “ Holy Fam ily ,” and as many 
saints a * tbe good cathedral in tbe C ity 
o. 
Mexico; while candies are constantly burn 
ing upon its altar, which is piled with vo­ 
tive offerings of lruita nd gra in—for every 
peou is devotedly pious ami superstitious u> 
a degree. 
In those exceptional 
instances, 
where the millionaire owners live upou tue 
estates, their immediate families are some­ 
times numbered by scores. 
This is par­ 
tia lly due to the prevalenc.- of an old » Span 
isb custom which virtually obliges geat.e- 
men to provide for all ib ir destitute female 
relatives, and to sbie.d t-.em and their o.i- 
spring from conta t with I Uj world. 
When u Mexican lady 1» wiJo.ved, a lain- 
ily council is iiumeu aie.y cmicd, tier in » .e 
relatives and tbo^e of uer husband charging 
themselves with tbe edu ation of her sous, 
and tbe care of herself and daughters quite 
as a matter of course. 
Though tbe widow 
and her grown-up daughters may be ac­ 
complished as well as poor, nobody dream** 
of the possibility of their doing any thing 
toward supporting themselves, and tbe pro:- 
fered aid is calmly accepted os an hereditary 
right 
Even if the widowed mother is 
healthy she can by 110 means be independ­ 
en t 
Custom, which here rules w.tb iron 
hand, prescribes that tbe entire superin­ 
tendence of her property and the education 
of her children shall be delegated to her 
male kindred, and unless sbe is reuliy an 
aged woman sbe must reside with her rela­ 
tives.- 
.So thoroughly are Mexican gentlemen 
imbued with this idea of womanly depend­ 
ence that they do not regard tbe cure of 
any number of bereaved families as an un­ 
just burden, but, on tho contrary , when a 
man marries he virtua lly contracts t > be­ 
friend all the female kindred of his. lady * 
love aud to provide for them if need be. 
This sort of knightly courtesy makes matri­ 
mony a serious matter, and perhaps ac­ 
counts for the number of eligible bachelors 
with which Mexico abounds; but, bundmage 
apart, it is a beautiful custom, and a strong 
proof of tbe innate chivalry of Mexican gen­ 
tlemen is found in tbe fa ct tbat tbe es-taw-a 
of widows and orphans are administered 
with scrupulous honesty .—Fannie B. Ward 
in Kansas City Journal.

Tech­ 
nical school^ are tbe greatest of all our 
wants. 
We have spoken of the prosperity 
of the Swiss watch trade. 
It has been suc­ 
cessful because of the admirable sy stem of 
technical instruction existing in Switzer­ 
land. 
“ A t fourteen a bey ’s school education is 
supposed to be complete. 
He knows a for­ 
eign language, perhaps two; and probably 
mathematics up to simple equations. From 
a child be has been taught hew to use the 
pencil. 
Picked boy s and girls, when they 
leave school, receive three y ea rs’ training 
a t the expense of the state. The first y ear's 
work is general, the second special, aud tho 
third practical. 
Free lectures are given 
which workmen and 
workingwomen may 
attend. 
At fourteen most children havo a 
good little sum of money in a money-box, to 
which their friends have contributed # since 
the time they were christened; and 
this 
money is expended on the purchase of tods. 
I itimately, if a lad is hard-working 
aud 
clever, it is not difficult to obtain the con­ 
fidence of the local banker, with a view to 
setting up in business. 
All this kin I 
of 
work is much too practical for » South Ken­ 
sington.” -—! ho Current.
